At the Fundamentalist Baptist

tobacco in any form. Of about 
twenty-four teachers there is not 
one, as far as we know, who 
attends picture shows 
bridge. We believe that religious 


leaders ought to have the power} 


of the Holy Spirit, and how can

grieve Him by defiling His tem- 
ple, the body? We believe that 
Christian workers ought to have 
influence over sinners, and par- 
ticularly over the young. And 
even sinners often know that 
tobacco defiles the body, dulls 
the mind, shortens life, weakens 
character, and is contrary to the 
best Christian thought and ex- 
ample. °* 


God Will Destroy Health And 
Influence of Christians Who 
Use Tobacco. 

While tobacco is not mention- 
ed by name in the Bible, just as 


whiskey, dice, picture shows, etc. 
are not, yet the Bible gives com- 


mands that plainly apply to the 
use of tobacco or to any othe* 


habit. 
I Corinthians 3:16 and 17 


certainly applies to the use of 
tobacco, since tobacco defiles the 


body.

“Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you. 
17. If any man defile the 
temple of God, him shall God 
destroy; for the temple cf 
God is holy, which temple ye 
are.’’ 

Tobacco defiles the body of 
the Christian, which body is the 
Lemp.e vf tue Holy Spirit. it 
makes that body stink, besicss 
dulling the higher senses, °5 ali 
narcotics do. ‘his scripture “ey 
explain wiy so many smokers 
die of ‘“‘heart disease’. (oftea 
“tobacco heart’, fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart caused by the 
poison, nicotine) and why s0 
many die of apoplexy as result 
of hardening of the arteries by 
this poison. The amazing in- 
crease in deaths from these cxus- 
es in recent years corresvonds 
largely to the increase in the 
wse of tobacco. Dr. William J. 
Mayo, one of the famous Mayo 
brothers, of Rochester, Minn>- 
sota, represents the best thougat 
in a medical world on this ques- 
tion. At a dinner given [0 a 


group of eminent surgeons he 
announced: 
“Gentlemen, it ts customary, 


as we all know, to pass around 
cigars after dinner; but I shail 
not do it. I do not smoke, and 
‘I do not approve of smoking. If 
you will notice, you will see that 
the practice is going out among 
the ablest surgeons, the men at 
the top. No surgeon can afford 
to smoke.’’—(taken from “THE 


CIGARETTE AS A PHYSICiaN 
SEES IT,” by Daniel H. Kress, 
M. D., page fourteen). 


High grade doctors know thut 
tobacco not only defiles the 
body, but is actually a physical 
curse, School teachers everywhere 
agree that it dulls the mind. 
Juvenile Court Judgee every- 
where agree that it tends to 
crime. Athletic coaches, without 
exception, agree that tovaceo 
users cannot stay in the best 
physical coxdition and prohipit 
tobacco under good training. 


Coach Alonzo Stagg, long tbe 
head coach at the University of 
Chicago, one of the most widely 
known and most respected of ail 
football couches, says on this 
question: 


“From personal observation 
with athletes who have been ad- 
dicted to the use of tobacco, I 
can speak with confidence that 
they do not possess the endurauce 
of athletes who have grown up 
free from the use of it.’’ 


Tobacco, then, defiles the hu- 
man body and the scripture says, 
“If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy; 
for the temple of God is holy, 
which temple ye are’—lI Corin- 
thians 3:16,17. 


Another good scripture on the 


tobacco question is found in I 
Corinthians 6:19, 20. 


“What? know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 20. For ye 
are bought with a price: theve- 
fore glorify God in your body, 


The body of the Christian is 
the temple of the Holy Spirit. 
The Christian does not belong to 
himself but to God. He is bousht 
with the precious price, the blood 
of Jesus, therefore, the scripture 
commands, Christians ought to 
glorify God IN THEIR BODIES 
as well as in their spirits. No- 
body would say that tobacco 
glorifies God im the body. Then 
the use of it is plainly forbidden 
a Christian who belongs to God 
and ought to glorify Him in the 
body first and then in the spirit. 


How do you suppose those 
Baptist preachers and deacons 
who littered the steps of the 
house of God with their cigarette 
stubs and spit tobacco juice on 
the side walk, would feel if 
their wives and daughters smox- 
ed cigarettes and chewed tobac- 
co? Most of that same crowd 
would feel themselves disgraced 
if their wives and daughters ‘£cl- 
lowed their examples. Wien I 
preached, on a Sunday night not 
long ago, about a certain drug 
company in Dallas that sent out 
invitations to all the S. M. VU. 
girls to attend a cigarette dem- 
onstration for young women, 
put on by a college girl, and to 
receive free a package of Lucky 
Strike cigarettes, the loudest 
‘‘amen’s” in my congrega tion 
came from men who themselves 
use tobacco! When I denounced 
that action of the Marvin Drug 
Store and The American Tobacco 
Company, conspiring against the 
college girls of Dallas the io- 
baceo users were the loudest in 
their approval. Then I turned 
on these men and denounced 
them as being partners in the 
work of teaching young gii'!s io 
smoke. 


I said to them; “Every rack- 
age of cigarettes given away ‘to 
a S. M. U. co-ed was paid for 
by money you put over the count- 
er for cigarettes and tobacco. 
Your money hired that college 
girl to come down from jhe 
North and sell her honor aad 
influence demonstrating to ot‘er 
college girls how to smoke. Your 
money bought the stamps which 
carried these insulting letters ‘to 
every S. M. U. girl living in Dal- 
las. God Almighty will hold vou 


the Marvin Drug Company and 
The Americar Tobacco Company.’’ 

There were not near as mary 
“amens’”’ during the last of tlat 
sermon! 


The Bible Holds The Same 
Standard for Men and Women. 

There is no getting arouad 
this fact; if smoking is .ood 
for men it.is good for women. 
If it is morally and religiously 
correct for men it is morally and 
religiously correct for women. 
And that isn't all. If men smoke, 
in these days women are going 
to. Women vote the same as men. 
They hold jobs the same as men. 
They are adopting the same 
moral standards as mén: Wh°® h- 
er you like it or not the double 
standard of morals is gone. I 
think it ought to be gone put 
whether we think it oughf to be 
oor not it IS gone. From this time 
on what. men do women will want 
te do and what they want to do 
in the main they will. Every- 
where women are now drinkiing 
like men and smoking like men. 


And why shouldn’t they? If it 
is right for the husband why not 
for the wife? The preacher or any 
other Christian man who smokes 
himself and objects to his wife 
and daughters doing the same 
thing is playing the hypocrite and 
knows it. He doesn’t want his 
wife and daughters to smoke be- 
cause he knows it is wrong and 
hurtful. He also knows it does 
not hurt them any more than it 
does him. a 


Smoking Sons and Hypocrite 
Fathers. 
If smoking is alright for 


fathers it is bound to be all right 


and in your spirit, which are ;for sons. Any food that is zoud 


God's.” 
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accountable for the same sin as. 


“All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own way; 
and the Lord hath laid on him the in- 
equity of us all.” Isaiah 55:6. 

Peter tells us that all of us are bought by 
the blood of Christ: 


“Forasmugh as ye know that we were 
not redeemend with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from your vain conversa- 
tion received by tradition from your 
fathers; but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.’ 1 Peter 1:18, 19. 


Every lamb, bullock, heifer, goat. turtle dove 
and pigeon offered in the Old Testament times 
on the altar pictured this, that man, a 
guilty sinner, must have some innocent one to 
shed his blood to pay for man’s sin. Jesus 
died for our sins, and thank God, salvatiou is 
bought for every man in the world, if he w.® 
have it, as the free gift of God. 


“For the wages of sin is death; but the 
GIFT of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.”’ Romans 6:23. 


Dear sinner, remember that church member- 
ship will not save you. If you have been bap- 
tised that cannot save you. Baptism does not 
save, does not keep anybody saved, it is only 
an act of duty for those who have already 
found Christ as their Saviour. A moral life or 
lodge membership or good citizenship, these 
must .all fail to bring salvation, for it is ‘‘not 
by works of righteousness which we have done, 
but according to His mercy He saved us.’ 
(Titus 3:5). Don’t depend then on what you 
do, but on what Jesus did and promises to 
do for you. 


WHAT ABOUT REPENTANCE? 


Does not the Bible say that we must re- 
pent? Yes, the Bible plainly says that “Gud 

. commandeth all men every where to ;e- 
pent.”” (Act 17:30), and again ‘except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish’’ (Luke 13:3, 
5). This was the preaching of John the Baptis., 
of Jesus, of Peter and of Pau!, that men 
should repent, and certainly repentance is God's 
plan of salvation. The trouble here, however, 
is that men, misunderstand what repentance 
means, and there has grown up an idea that 
repentance means a period of weeping and 
mourning over sin, or sorrow for sins. This 
idea comes from the Roman Catholic transla- 
tion of the Bible which instead of ‘repent’ 
says “do penance.’’ So the place of inquiry, 
Where people should be taught the plan of 
salvation from the Bible, in revival meetings, 
became “‘the mourner’s bench’”’ and thousands 
of people have been taught that God ee 
not hear their prayer nor forgive their Ains 
until they went through a process of sorrow 
and mourning over their sins! 


Do not misunderstand me. God is anxtous 
for you to have a penitent, broken heart over 
your sins. You have gone away from God. You 
have trampled under foot the blood of Jesus 
Christ, wasted years of your life which you 
can never live over again. You have served 
your father, the devil. There is plenty for you 
to weep over and I am not surprised if you 
feel deep shame and sorrow in your heart that 
you have so mistreated the God who made you 
and the Saviour who died for you. I am not 
surprised if you cannot keep back the tears! 
But what I want you to know is that tears or 
no tears, however much sorrow you may have 
in your heart, or not have, those things do not 
save you. The word has no command about 
tears Or sorrow. You are saved instantly whea 


you turn from your sins to trust God. That 
is repentance. 


No, repentance does not mean sorrow. The 
word repentance, translated literally, means 
“change of mind.” To repent means turn from 
sin to trust in Christ. You can see then, how 
the man who believes in Christ repents, or the 
man who repents, believes in Christ. This jail- 
er then, repented, when he trusted in Christ 
and was saved. 


INSTANT SALVATION! 


The jailer did not go through a period of 
mourning, he was told to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, he did just that and was saved 
and his whole family was saved the same way, 
immediately, the same hour of the night! 
Everywhere you look through the New 
Testament you find that people were saved 


all at once without any process, without 
any period of mourning. Zacchaeus, up a 
tree, trusted Jesus and made haste and 
came down and _ =received Him joyfully. 


(Luke 19:6-9). Jesus said, “This day is sal- 
vation come to this house.”’ When Peter told 
Cornelius and his assembled household that 
they could be saved by believing, immediately 
“while Peter yet spake these words,” the Scrip- 
ture says, the Holy Spirit came on them and 
they were happily saved. (Acts 10: 43-48), 


“WHAT MUST | DO TO BE SAVED? 


‘The thief on the cross, wicked sinner that he 
was, who a few minutes before had been rail- 
ing at Jesus, was saved immediately when he 
inguired of Jesus. (Luke 23:42, 43). In the 
first chapter of John, verses 35-49 we see 
where Andrew, Simon Peter, Philip and Na- 
thanall were all converted, one by one, irm- 
mediately, by faith in Christ. There is no re- 
cord of any person in Bible times who was 
ever told to wait, or mourn, or weep over his 
sins, before trusting Jesus and being saved! 
One who believés in Christ, has repented. Re- 
pentance and faith are the same thing put in 
different words, and neither requires a long 
period of time, nor a process of mourning and 
sorrow. 


CAN ONE BE SAVED WITHCUT PRAYE:i? 


In the Bible there are many cases of sinners 
who prayed like the thief on the cross or the 
publican in the temple. tn fact. Romans 10:13 
says: 


‘For whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.’’ 


Many people believe that a sinner cannot 
be saved without a period of prayer, without 
consciously calling on God. However, the Bible 
does not say that a sinner must pray in order 
to be saved. In fact, immediately followia: 
the verse in Romans 10:13 is an explanation 
which shows that calling on God is an evidence 
of faith in the heart and that it is really faith 
which settles the matter. Read it again. 


“For whosoever shall cail upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. How 
then shall they call on Him in whom they 
have not believed?" Romans 10:138-14. 


A sinnér may consciously pray to God or 
may not. The Lord encourages the sinner to 
pray, and the Lord hears and answers the sin- 
ner’s prayer, if that sinner trusts in Jesus 
Christ for salvation when he prays. He heard 
the prayer of the thief on the cross, of the 
publican in the temple, of blind Bartimalus. 
But the scripture says, “How then shall they 
call on Him in whom they have not believed’’? 
Certainly every one who is to be saved mus: 
believe. Prayer is evidence of faith. No matter 
how long one prays, if he does not trust in 
Christ, he can never be saved. If he trusts ‘in 
Christ without conscious prayer, then he is 
saved already. There is just one plan of sal- 
vation and just one step a sinner must take tu 
secure it. That step is to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ! 


Some way we preachers have left the im- 
pression on this poor world of sinners that God 
is hard hearted and that it takes many tears 
and loud cries and long periods of sorrow be- 
fore He will hear and save the sinner. We 
have left the impression that God does not 
care whether sinners are saved or not, and 
that sinners must someway touch the heart of 
God and get Him ready to forgive. What a 
Slander on a good and holy God who “so loved 
the world that he gave His only begotten Soa, 
that WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH in Him shou'u 
not perish, but have everlasting life.”’ Man’s 
sins are already paid for, God’s wrath is al- 
ready turned away from any sinner who wanta 
to be saved, both the Father and the Son are 
a million times more anxious to save 
every sinner than the sinner can be to get 
saved! Thank God, I do not have to beg God 
to forgive my sins. He will do it the minute 
I am willing to trust it with Him.

It is injurious to the 
human body. and at first tobacco 
usually makes the user violently 
ill. Only after the body accustoms 
itself to the poison does the use 
of tobacco become «a pleasure. 
Actually everybody knows 
tobacco is harmful. 

The man then who uses tobacco 
himself and forbids it to his chil- 
dren is a hypocrite. His advice 
is drowned out by his exampie. 
“What you DO sounds so loud! 
can’t -hear what you SAY.” 
Christian men who smoke can 
soon decide whether it is right, 
if they will honestly agree that 
the Bible demands the same satan- 
dard of morals for men, women 
and children alike. 


Would Jesus Smoke Cigarettes? 
The Bible exhorts all of ns 
Christians to follow Jesus. I Peter 
2:21 and 22 tells us plainly that 
Christ is our example and we 
should follow in His steps. 


“For even hereunto were ye 
called: because Christ also 
suffered for us, leaving us an 
example, that ye should fol- 
low His steps: 22. Who did 
no sin, neither was guile 
found in His mouth.”’

1. Admit to yourself and to 
God you have been committiug a 
sin that grieves God and discredits 
your proofession as a Christian. 
It is a sin. Confess it with honest 
shame. You will not quit it un- 
less you admit it is wrong. 

2. Stop it all at once. Do not 


try to quit tobacco a little at nd ocean above that ye are 


time. That is the snare of the 
Devil who knows you will sot 
succeed. That is like cutting off 
a dog’s tail an inch at a time 
eo it won’t hurt. I have never 
known that method to succeed 
in quitting tobacco. If you quit 
the use of tobacco, or whiskey, 
or lying, or stealing, or any 
Other sin, then quit it at once. 
Never touch it again. To trifle 
here means defeat. 

3. Call earnestity on God w.0 
help and trust Him for strength. 
Human strength sometimes is 
not enough to defeat Satan.
